No. 800-FS147-I.— In exercise of the powers 
delegated to him in Food Department Notifica- 
tion No. 603 (2) -I, dated the 21st October, 1946 
and with the previous concurrence of the 
Central Government and in supersession of his 
Notification No. 800-FIS|47-I, dated the 10th 
March, 1947, the Chief Commissioner is pleased 
under section 3 of the Essential Supplies 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 ( XXIV of 
1946) to declare -that until further orders, the 
prices or rates at which the various kinds of 
foodstuffs may he bought or sold, wholesale or 
retail, within the limits of the Pishin District, 
shall be same as shall from time to time he 
notified by the Resident, for Baluchistan for the 
Quetta District (hereinafter referred to as the 
" Quetta Rates”) subject, however, to the 
following modifications : — 

(a) In the case of foodstuffs (other than 
wheat and atta and those foodstuffs for which 
separate rates may be fixed) which are im- 
ported from British India an authorised 
■wholesale or retail distributor of the Pishin 
and Chaman Tahsils may 'charge an increase 
of six pies per rupee in the Quetta rates. 

(b) In the case of foodstuffs (other thou 
wheat and atta) which have been imported 
from Quetta an authorised wholesale or retail 
distributor of the Pishin and Chainan Tahsils 
may, in addition to the Quetta rates, charge 
the actual incidental expenses plus annas 
eight per maund as profit. 

(c) The retailers in the Panjpai Suh- 
Tahsilg may charge -|-|6 pies extra per rupee 
over the Quetta rates for all essential supplies 
except for wheat, Atta and other articles for

which separate rates have been fixed. In 
respect of wheat and Atta -|10]- per maund 
may be charged extra by retailers over the 
Quetta rates. 

2. The Chief Commismorier ig further pleased 
to declare that : — 

(a) Unless otherwise stated a maund shall 
equal 82 lbs. 

(b) Unless otherwise stated the weight of 
an empty bag shall be taken to be 2 lbs. and 
empty bags should not be charged for sepa- 
rately exefopt iff the case of wheat, atta, salt 
and vegetables and 

(c) Buying or selling at prices higher than 
those herein notified are offences under sec- 
tion 7 of the Essential Supplies (Temporary 
Powers) Act, 1946. These offences are, under 
section (IT) of the said Act, cognizable by 
the Police and complaints should where 
necessary be made to the Officer in charge 
of the Police Station or to a Naih Tohsildar 
or Risaldar of Levies, as the case may be, 
within whose jurisdiction the offence ig al- 
leged to havje been committed.

3. The maximum rate at which any whole- 
sale or retail foodgraims licence-holder shall 
purchase millets from an agriculturist ns de- 
fined in the Ajmer-Merwara Foodgrains Control 
Order, 1947 shall be as shown in columns 3 to 
6 for the respective places in Schedule I, ap- 
pended to this Order. 

4. The maximum wholesale and retail rates 
at which any wholesale or retail licencc-ho'der 
shall sell millets at any place in the Province 
shall he the rate shown for that place in 
columns 3, 5, 7, 9 and in columns 4, u, 8 and 
.10 respectively of the schedule II appended to 
this Order. 

5. Any Officer 0 f the Rationing Department 
or Law & Enforcement Department not below 
the rank of an Inspector may, 

(1) investigate into a case of contravention 
of any -of the provisions of this order and for 
that purpose examine any person or summon 
him before himself for such examination, 

(2) inspect or cause to-be inspected or order 
the production before himself of any book or 
other document belonging to or Under the con- 
trol of any person, 

(3) enter and search any premises, vehicles, 
vessels or aircrafts or authorise any person; 
not below the rank of a gub-Inspector to enter 
and search any premises, vehicles, vessels or 
aircrafts and seize any article in respect of 
which he has reason to believe that contraven- 
tion of this order has been, ig being or is about 
to be committed or any other articles which 
he has reason to believe has been or is intended 
to be used in connection with such contraven- 
tion. 

6. Any property in respect of which the 
trying Court is satisfied that the provisions of 
this order have been contravened may be order- 
ed by that Court to be confiscated tj His 
Majesty.

(1) ‘ Beverage ’ shall include milk and any 
beverage (other than tea or coffee) in which 
milk is used. 

(2) ‘ Entertainments ’ includes parties or 
functions, social, religious or otherwise. 

(3) ‘ Person ’ includes a body of persons 
acting in concert either jointly or severally. 

3. (i) Notwithstanding anything contained 
in sub-clause (2) below, except under the 
authority of a permit granted by the District 
Rationing Officer, Ajmer-Merwara or any other 
officer authorised by him in thi s behalf, no 
person other than a caterer at, or in connection 
with an entertainment, and no caterer at the 
instance or for the benefit of himself in con- 
nection with an entertainment shall on any 


one day in the Province either himself or 
through agent <>/ agents, serve, distribute or 
provide for tonsumption any foodgrains, eat- 
ables, or beverage to twenty-five or more per- 
sons (including the person or persons so serv- 
ing, distributing or providing or accepting or 
contributing for such service or distribution). 

(ii) No person other than a caterer at, or in 
connection with an entertainment, and no 
caterer at the instance or for the benefit of him- 
self in connection with an entertainment shall 
on any one day in tile province either himself 
or through agent or agents, servo, distribute 
or provide for consumption any foodgrains, 
eatables or beverage to more than twenty per- 
sons unless lio has given a notice in writing to 
the District Rationing Officer, Ajmer-Merwara 
or such other Officer as may be appointed by 
him in this behalf at least 24 hours beforehand 
specifying the place where the entertainment 
shall be held and the nalurc thereof. 

4. Any Officer of the Rationing Department 
or Law & Enforcement Department not below 
the rank of an inspector may, 

(1) investigate into a case of contraven- 
tion of anv’ of the provisions of this Order 
and for that purpose examine any person or 
summon him before himself for such exami- 
nation, 

(2) inspect or cause to be inspected or 
order the production before himself 0 f any 
book or other document belonging to or under 
the control of any person, 

(3) enter aud search any premises, vehi- 
cles, vessels or ai. crafts or authorise any 
person not below the rank of a sub-inspector 
to enter and search any premises, vehicles, 
vessels or aircrafts and seize any article in 
respect of which ho lias reason to believe 
that contravention of this Order has been, is 
being or is about to be committed or any 
other article which he has reason to believe 
has been or is intended to be used in connec- 
tion with such contravention. 

5. Any property in respect of which the 
trying Court is satisfied that provision of this 
Order has been contravened may be ordered by 
that Court to be confiscated to His Majesty. 

6. This notification replaces Chief Commis- 
sioner's notification No. R.51, dated the 16th 
July, 1946 : Provided that anything done under 
the notification replaced shall be deemed to 
have been done under the corresponding pro- 
vision of this Order.
